PARTICULARLY KNOWN FOR ITS SYMPATHETIC TREATMENT OF 
AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 

4. USIS CAN PLAY A SIGNIFICANT ROLE IN ACHIEVING SOME 
AND IN SUPPORTING OTHER MISSION GOALS AND OBJECTIVES. 
IN THE SHORT-TERM, USIS HAS AN INFORMATION ROLE OF 
EXPLAINING US FOREIGN POLICY TO INFLUENTIAL MEMBERS OF 
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SENEGALESE SOCIETY. DISTRIBUTION OF AGENCY PUBLICA- 
TIONS AND MEDIA PLACEMENT OF ARTICLES, FILMS, AND

TAPES HAVE BEEN AND WILL CONTINUE TO BE EFFECTIVE 
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COMMUNICATION TOOLS. AMERICAN SPECIALISTS, VOLUNTARY 
SPEAKERS, MISSION OFFICERS, AND VISITING USG OFFICIALS 
WILL BE PROGRAMMED AT THE CENTER, AT MISSION OFFICERS' 
HOMES, AND AT OUTSIDE SENEGALESE INSTITUTIONS TO FOSTER 
A MUTUAL DIALOGUE ON SIGNIFICANT ISSUES AFFECTING 
US-SENEGALESE RELATIONS. FOR THOSE MISSION OBJECTIVES

AND FAA LANDING SYSTEM DEMONSTRATION- USIS WILL PLAY A

5. THE BULK OF USIS' RESOURCES WILL BE DEVOTED TO THE 
ACHIEVEMENT OF LONG-RANGE MISSION GOALS AND OBJECTIVES 
DESIGNED TO STRENGTHEN US-SENEGALESE CULTURAL AND 
EDUCATIONAL TIES. AN EXPANDED AMERICAN ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE PROGRAM, WITH PRIORITY GIVEN TO INSTRUCTION
